Here the Penetentiaries of St. Peter cloath it with 
the ſame Robes he uſually ſays Mals in, putting on his Mitre and 
red Damask Shoes: And having ſo done, they put him upon a 
Bier in the middle of the Chappel, with a Silver Croſs on his 
Stomach, and two Cardinals Caps at his Feec ; hereby repreſenc- 
ing his Authority Spiritual and Temporal. Afterwards the Ca- 
nons of St. Peter come with Torches in their hands and _ the 
Corpſe into St. Peter's Church, accompanied by ſuch Cardinals 
as were the Pope's Creatures ; here they leave it in a Chappel 
for three or four days, ſo that it is free to any to come in and 
kifs his Feet or Hands. After theſe days are over, the ſaid Ca- 
nons, with the Kindred of the Pope, ſhut the Church Doors, 
and put the Body into a Sepulchre, if there is ever a one made, 
( for ſome Popes provide one for themſelves in their life-time ) 
otherwiſe they lay ir in ſome corner of the Church, and cover 
it with an ordinary Stone cill a Sepulchre or Chappel of greater 
value be made, which is commonly performed by the Succeſlor, 
if he be one of the late Pope's Creatures, in any Church he 
pleaſes, or elſe by the Kindred and Family in what place or 
Church they think fic, only the Body is to reſt a Year at leaſt 
in St. Peter's, from whence afterwards "tis Lawful co remove it 
with as much Pomp and Formality as they pleaſe. But how- 
ever the Body is ordered, the Funeral Sermon is Preach'd on the 
Ninth day atter his Death, after which all the Cardinals go about 
his Hearſe, and five of them in black Caps (he that then cele- 
brated Maſs being one) throw Holy Water over him, and burn 
Incenſe, with cheir uſual Prayers and Speeches; and ſo the Ob- 
ſequies of thz Pope are at an end.

conveying Tickets or Notes of Intelligence into unluſpected cor- 
ners, ſo that it is daily known what has been agicated in the Con- 
clave. Wherher this happens by the means of ſome Prelates, who 
will not at any rate diloblige thoſe Princes whoſe Creatures they 
ace, by cucting off the means whereby thele matters come abroad z 
or whether rhis ching be performed wich Cyphers, which the 
Conclavilts give their Fiiends before cheir entrance, {© that under 
Figures or occule Terms they may by tew words apprehend chem, 
I cannot determine. But where ever the caule lies, there's not 
an Action that paſles which is not ſuddenly known abroad, eſpe- 
cially what concerns the Cardinals incluſively or excluſively. And 
more than chis yet, tho' the Diligence ig the main cannot be 
greater, and tho' by Night the Cardinals are obliged co have a 
Wax Candle in cheir Cells, if chey are diſpoſed ro Write or Read, 
and not to go out of the Conclave without a Light ; yer fome- 
times they make nothing of this, and elcape out not only in che 
dark, but in Diſguile.

Deacon vpon 
the Ele&ion of the New Pope, who all this while fits upon the 
Altar, from which afterwards he riſes, and having his Mitre 
taketi off by one of the Card. Deacons there Aﬀliſting, he blel- 
es the People ; then by another Card. Deacon is his Mitre put 
on again, and with all the Cardinals he deſcends from the Steps 
of the Altar, atd after he has Bleſſed the Holy College, he puts 
off his Red Embroidered Robe and his Mitre ; and in a Chair 
ſhut, is carried to his Lodgings, with a great Trainof Followers, 
where he remains without ſtirring out till his Coronation; yer (5) ar this 
nevertheleſs he'omits not to give neceſſary Orders for the Goftern- time he 
ment and to (6) receive Audience of Embaſſadors and other Mj- commoal 
niſters of Princes and Roman Barons. The Cardinals now retire <4 
to their own Houſes, where they receive Viſits with Congratula- qd 
tions of their good ſuccels in jd Happy an Ele&ion. All this in the late

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CHAP. Vt 
The Ceremonies before the Coronation of the Pope. A Deſcription of 


the Coronation. 


TFT HE Pope after his Ele&ion may be Crowned when he 
pleaſes, but moſt commonly he lets eight Days paſs before 
the Ceremony be performed,and ſometimes more. In the Morn- 
ing of the Day appointed , the Ambaſladors then reſident in 
Rome, are conducted to the Pope's Lodgings, in whole preſence 
he goes out in his Chamber habit ; che Guards and Officers of 
the Court going- before him, and the Cardinals in Purple fol- 
lowing him; in this Order he goes into Sixtas his Chappel, where 
he is Giemely received by the. Cardinals , who for chis purpoſe 
paſs on before, while the: Pope makes a ſhort ſtay in the Sacrilty, 
where by the Maſters of the Ceremonies and the Chamberlain, 
he has a rich Girdle put about him, and a Red Silk Mitre put 
120n his Head. As ſoon as he comes into the Chappel, he s 
laluted and adored by the Cardinals, with avery reverend Bow, 


their one knez'rouching the Ground: then: the aforeſaid habit is | 


taken off, and he is veſted wich the Pontifical Robes, and a white 
Micre of great Value ; ſuch a number of inſignificant Ceremo- 
nies, Jingling of Bells, burning of Incenſe, - being all the 
time pertormed before him by the Officious attendance, as would 
tire the molt ſaperſticious to b2hold or hear.

Thus is his Holine(s carried to the Portico of St. Peter's Church, 
where near the Gate there's a Throne or Chair of ate erected 
for him having a Canopy over it and is railed in to keep off the 
Multicude, within which Incloſure are Seats. for the Cardinals. 
Here the Pope fits down, and the Chapter and Clergy of Sr. Pe- 
ter's come and deliver the Keys of the Church into his hands, 
and afterwards kiſs his feet ; then through the great Gate he goes 
into the Church, amidſt the Acclamations of the People, who 
are there got together in great numbers, and at the Altar (where 
the Hoſt is expoſed) he knezls-down and prays ; and afterwards 
goes into the Clementis, or Chappel of Gregory the Great, where 
another Throne very ſumptiouſly adorned is provided for him, 
into which he aſcends, and has Obedience paid him by the 
Cardinals and other Prelates, that is, the Cardinals kifs his Hands, 
the Biſhops his Knees, and the reſt his Feet: afterwards he com- 
mands the Papal Crois to be placed betore him, and then making 
frequent ſigns cf the Crots, he gives his Benediction and plenary. 
Indulgence to the People prefent, who repay him agriin with loud 
and laſting Acclamations. , 

When this Ceremony is over, the Cardinals, Biſhops and Pre- 
lates cloath themſelves in white ; and the Pope 7zads ſome Pray- 
ers and Speeches, and does other things preparatory to his ſaying 
Maſs: after the Muſick has ſung out the. Benedicamwus Domino, he 
waſhes his Hands; which is net done without a great deal of

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Afer this Adoration and Kiiling, the Pope uncovered pre- 
pares to lay Mals z but firſt the chief Card. Deacon, ſays with 
2 lond voice, Exandi Dew , to which a great number anſwers, 
Domino woſtro Þ. & Deo decreto ſummo Pentifici & Univerſals Pape 
Vua. Then, after ſore other Ceremonies, he lays again, Exaw-

ple reply , Domino noſtro P. Univerſal Matru Eccleſia Sponſs, 4 
Dro wnice elefo, Felicnas. Then the Pope lays Maſs, in which 
when he lifts up the Chalice, the People croſs themſclves almoſt a 
thouland times together, whereas at other times they feldom da 
it above twice or thrice. 

Afer Maſs the Pope ſeats himſelf in his Throne, and the Arch- 
Presbyter of the Vatican Church, wich two Canons of the ſame,

CHA Þ. VIII. 
A Deſcription of the Cawvalcade performed by the Pope from the Vat 
can to St. John Lateran. - 


T* Here's a Tradition among the Romaniſts, that Conſt anting the 
Great, (a) after he had his Leprofic healed by Pope Syive 

fer 1. and had by him been'allo baprized, did build a moſt Mag 
nificent Church near the Lateran Palace to the Honour of our 8 
viour and of St. Fobn the Evangeliſt, which is now called «ec 
Church of St. Fobn Lateran; and that afterwards he gave the 


Chih and Palace, with his Crown, and all his Ry -- - | 
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thority in the Weſt unto the ſame Syhvefter, and to his Succeſlors 
for ever, for a Memorial of the Kindneſs done him , and in to- 
ken alſo of +his Subjetion. Upon this Donation they ſay that 
Sylveſter in great Solemnity went from the Vatican unto the La- 
teran Palace in a Solemn Proceflional manner, for a ſign of full 
Poſſeſſion : which Proceflion, they ſay, has been ever ſince per- 
formed by bis Succeſſors. Not to inſiſt upon the Examination of 
this point of Hiſtory, we mult ſay that ic has been long ago the 
Cuſtom for the Pope upon a determined day after his Coronacti- 
on, to make from the Vatican to St. Fobn Lateran, the moſt Pom- 
pous Cavalcade or Proceflion that is at any time performed in 
Rome ; for there's neicher Embaſlador, Prince, nor Prelate but 
attends upon his Holinels at this ſeaſon, all ſtriving with Emula- 
tion to ſurpaſs each other in the ſplendour of cheir Habics, che 
richneſs of their Liveries, and the Trappings of their Horles. 
The manner of the Cavalcade is as follows : 

In the firſt place go eight Trumpeters, founding all the way 
they go, and are followed by a Troop of Cuirafliers, who ride 
very ſlowly ; chen come the Servants of the Cardinals wich Hor- 
ſes very richly trapped, having their Clothes adorned with Gold 
and Precious Stones, and with the Arms of the Cardinals; then 
their Secretaries come, bearing each a Silver Sceprer gilded in 
his hand, with the Cardinals Arms alſo on the tops of them, and 
theſe are followed by che Cardinals Kindred and Nephews, and 
by the Attendants ot the Embaſſadors and Princes, all clad in as 
good Habits, and mounted on as good Horles as they can poflibly, 
procure. 

Alter theſe come eight Eſquires of che Pope clad in red, and 
followed by four of che Pope's Servants with red Cloaks, who 
lead four of the Pope's Horſes moſt richly crapped ; and then 
come about eight Horſes, cloathed as magnificently as 'tis poſltble, 

by as many Grooms of the Pope's Stable; theſe are always_ 
lent by the King of Spain, as an Homage for the Kingdom of 
Naples : Aﬀter theſe about fourlcore Mules, led by as many of 
the Dependants on the Roman Court, all in very rich Furniture; 
and then three Horle-Litters, nobly covered and lined with Silk, 
are carried by fix Mules: There's a Guide to each Horſe Litter, 
and two Officers of che Vatican Palace ride before them. 

After theſe come the Nobility and Baronage of Rowe, without 


* any Order of Precedence, every one taking that place which falls 


to his ſhare in Riding withouc any reſentment : theſe have cheir 

Servants attending them on both ſides, and are as ſplendidly dreſt

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Rowan Nobles in long Scarlet Gowns hemm'd with black, gar- 
rying as many Silver Maces gilded, of che Popes's, having his 
Holineſs's Arms upon them; their Horſes alſo are coverd with 
Scarlet Silk hanging almoſt down to che ground : Theſe are fol. 
lowed by fourteen Drummers on foot, all in red Sattin Jerking, 
and with Feathers in their Caps; after whom alſo come the Pope's 
ewelve Trumpeters, clad after the ſame manner as the Drum 
mers, and having 1ich Banners with the Pope's Arms upon them, 

The Apoſtolick Chamberlains follow in their red Habits, and 
ſeveral of che Chamberlains exrrs mwros, with Privy Chamber. 
lains, before whom go the Advocates of the Confiſtory, and be. 
hind them the four Participating Chamberlains with four Velvet 
Caps of the Pope upon as many Maces. | 

Then come the forty Lords of Rome in their Velvet Gown; | 
down to their Feet, after the Senatorian Faſhion, with their Horlss 
trapped wich black Velvet: Theſe are atrended by the Judges, 5 
and all the chief Officers of the Ciry in great number. | 

The Twelve chief Abbreviators, with as many Auditors of | 
the Rota follow theſe, together with the Maſter of the Sacred Pz 
lace, and the four Mareſchals of Rome in white Sattin Jerkins, 
and Purple Coats. 

In the next place march the Przfe&s of the fourteen parts of | 
the Ciry in Gowns of 'Crimſon Velvet, with Bonnets of Black | 
Velvec enriched with Jewels. 

And now that the Ancient Rowan Cuſtom in Triumphs may 
not be omitted; viz. for the chief Magiſtrates ro go betore him 
that Rides in Triumph ; the Magiſtracy of the City next take 
their place : Firſt, comes the Chiet Przte& of the City, then the 
two Chancellors of the Reman People, and the three Conſlervs 
tors of the City, having ſixteen Servants abour them, theſe are 
all clad aſter the old Reman Faſhion, and their Horſes adore! 
with Furnicure of great value. 

Then follow the Heads of the two chiet Romen Families, Co 
lonni and Urſfins, who appcar upon this Occaſion with all he I 
Pomp and Attendance they can ; and atter them comes the G6 
vernour of Rome with two Maſters of the Ceremonies, and the 
Apoltolick Subdeacon, who is clad in along Scarlec Coar, and 
carries the Papal Crolks elevared. |

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At length comes his lang-expected Holinels, clad in the Pon-

all-che Portico's and publick places of the aticaw vnto the outer- 
moſt Gate, where he is laid down, and enters into his Horle- 
Litter, which is carried by ewo Mules ; every thing here, you 
may be ſure, is an{werable to the reſt of the Pomp, no Orna- 
ments, however Rich and Artificial, bzing omitted, that can 
make che Pope appear like himſelf amidſt ſo much Splendour 
and Bravery ; his own Perſon, his Mules, and his Litter want 
neicher Gold, nor Jewels, nor Embroidery to (et them off, (o as 
to make a Figure proportionable to his GranUeur. His Liter is / 
open all the way, that he may the better be viewed by the Peo- 
pe, who all along make loud Acclamations as he paſſes. He is 
ollowed by the Malters of the Ways, and Twenty Curſors of 
the Apoſtolick Colledge, wich ſeveral Servants of his Chamber, 
who bear every one a Silver Mace in his hand. On both fides 
the Pope walk 200 of the Swiſſe Guards, ſome with Pikes, and 
ſome wich Halberts ; and thoſe that were next the Litter carry 
huge, long, and broad Swords, like to thoſe uſed by Gy and 
Bev, naked, and having large Silver Hiles. After thele come 
the Maſter 'of the Chamber, the Cup-bearer, the Secretary, and 
Phyſician, with others, who keep well cheir Rank and Order. 
The Cardinak now follow in cheir red Caps and purple Coats, 
according to the Order of their Creation, the youngeſt going 
firſt, and the elder following, they ride upon Mules, and go cwo 
and two, with their Nobles and Courtiers following. them. The

come after them. 

Then comes the Pope's Life-Guard with their Officers, before

In this Order they paſs on ſlowly: cowards the foreſaid Palace 
and Church of St. Fobn Lateran; and when they are come to or. 
Angelo's Bridge, a whole Quire of Muſick wich Inſtruments ot 
all forts entertain them as they pals. by. with extraordinary Har- 


mony; after which the ortiinary Guards of 'the Caſtle ſaluce 


them, firſt, with Volleys of {mall Shot, and then- wich diſchar- 

es of their Canon. Then thro' Paſquars Forum they come to 
the Capirol, where the Pope is'mer by the chiet Senator in a loog 
Gown, (his ſellow-Senators 'and Attendants being /behind him ) 
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who ſalutes him in the Name of the Senate and People of Rowe, 
and then witch profound Revertnce kiſſes his Feet, and preſents 
him wich all the Keys of the Capitol: in the midſt of this For. 
mality, new filver Money is thrown amongſt the Crowd , hay. 
ing on one ſide the Name and Arms of the , and on the 
Reverſe the Effigies of Peter and Paul, and the Trumpe:ters and 
Drummers, togerher with the Ordinary Muſick of the Capitol, 
with their Melodious Conſorts make the Ceremony very diver.

The Ceremonies in the Lateran Church , when the Pope takes Poſſeſ. 
fron of it. 


A Frer the Pope throughout the Proceſſion has been Libecal 
in diſpenſing his Bleſling co the People, and has at laſt ar- 

rived at the Portico of the Lateran Church , he comes out of his 
Litter and feats himſelf in his Chair , which is now carried by 
the Officers of the Lateran Palace and the Knights of S. S. Peter 
and Paxl unto the Great Portico of the ſame Church ; where he 
aſcends a Throne, the Prelates and Canons repeating a Vote out 
of Eccleſiaft icws with a loud Voice, * Teſt amentum ſuum confirmevit 
Dominzs ſuper caput ems. Then the Arch. Presbyter of the Church 
advances towards the Pope with three of the Clergy before him, 
the firſt of whom carries a ſilver ſort of a Baſon with a filver 
Croſs in it: The fecond , a Veſſel not much unlike the other 
with two Keys in it, the one of pure Gold and the other of 
Silver : The Third bears a Cenſer with a Box of Frankencenkc. 
When the Firſt of theſe comes to the Gate where the Pope is, 
he takes out the Croſs and offers it unto the Pope to kifs, which 
he does with bended Knees. After this his Holinel(s goes to the 
right ſide of the Portico , and aſcends a Throne provided there 
on purpoſe for him, that's laden wich Silver, and Gold, and Jew- 
els. When he is here ſcated, the ewo firſt Card. Deacons cake 
off his Tripple Crown, and put on his Head a Mitre, and over 
his ſhoulders a white Rocket, and then the foreſaid Arch. Pres 
bycer rakes the ſilver Baſon where the Keys were, and after have- 
ing thrice kiſſed the Pope's right Knee, ſpeaks to him after this 
manner.

Here he carries till the Muſick with Taviſhing 
ſing, Ecce Sacerdos magnine qui in dichas ſur platuit Deo, & \ inven 
ths eff juſtus : Et tm tempore tracundia fatta eft 'reconciliatio tus, 
This being finiſhed, he kiffes the Altar, and with his own hand 
= a good Sum of Money (being golden Coin with his own 

Then 
he gravely fings, Sit nomen domint benediftum ; to which the Quire 
anſwer, Ex bee, mumc, & uſq; in [aculum ; the Pope adds, Adjs 
rofium noſtrum im Nomine Domint ; to which they reply, Qui feci 
calum & terram. 

Then, with the ſound of Drums and Trumpets and all other 
ſorts of Muſick, he ſeats himſelf in his Chair, and being accomps- 
nied with the Cardinals and Princes, he is Carried to the Lateran 
Palace, where, in the Portico of Benediction, he repeats again 
the Verlſicles laſt ſet down, ard after crofling, he gives his Bene 


diction, together with plenary Indulgence to the Company, |

Money is again thrawn among the People pretty liberally, and 
all the great Guns in the City are diſcharged: And after all thi 
Ceremony is performed, the Pope betakes himſelf to his Litter,

Deaths, Eleftions, and Coronations of Popes. 


Years, Created him a Cardinal, Conſtituted him Legar of Bolog- 
xs, and made hin Arch- Biſhop of Naples. Whence his Exempla- 

iety, Diſcreet Adminiſtration, and Good Works, procur'd 
him the Eſteem and Veneraticn of all Men. And theſe, added 
to his known Experience in the Afairs of the Church, his Zeal 
for the General Intereſt of Chriftendom, and his Admicrable Con- 
dud in thoſe ſeveral Stations already mentioned, have advanc'd 
him to the Chair of St. Peter. 

The Cardina!s , Cantelmi and Gizdici , were the Principal In- 
ſtruments of his Promotion 5 which they compals'd by an Artifice. 
For, when thoſe of the French Intereſt , propos'd the Choice of 
Pignatell;, thele Two Cardinals ſeemed very Cold, as if they did 
not approve their Motion, or at leaſt, look'd on it as a Thing 
not likely to ſucceed, on Account of the Diſguſt chat Pignatell; 
had given the Spaniſh Nation , during his Reſidence at Naples. 
This made the French Cardinals, with the whole Party of Altieri 
and Orroboni, more Zzalous for him. And when the French had 
given their Voices for him , the Spaniards fell in and concurred 
with theirs ; ſo did the Zealots, and the Fattion of Chigi, Sothar 
of 61 Voices, 53 were for Cardmsl Pignatell; : Who was accord- 
ingly Choſen and Crowned , and has received the Cuſtomary 
Compliments and Submiflions. He has appointed Cardinal Spa- 
da, to be Secretary of State , Cardinal Panciatici to be Datary, and 
Cardinal Albani, to be Secretary of the Chiphres, He has declar'd, 
that he will maintain the Decrees of his Predeceſſors, for the Abo- 
liſhing Neopriſm; and eſpecially thoſe of Innocent XI. for ſuppref- 
ſing the Franchiles of che Quarters of \ Ambaſſadors ; to which End, 
luicable Orders are given out to the Officers of Fuſtice. He has 
diſtributed x 0000 Crowns among ths Poor of Rome, and 6090 
among thoſe of Naples: has publiſhed an Order , for the better 
ſupplying this City wich Corn ; and deſigns to leſſen the Number 
of his Guards. He has cemoved the Nephew: of the late Pope 
Alexander VIII. from the Offces they poſletsd, of Genera! of the 
Church, Gvernor of the Caſtle of St. Angelo, and Legat of A- 
vignion. He has made the Biſhop of Fieſch:, Vice-Legar of Awig- 
mon ; and ordered the Revenues of that Place, to be brought 
into the Publick Treaſury. Cardincl Cantelmi , is made Arch-Bi- 
ſhop of Naples. This Pope, has tihz Character of a very Good 
Man, a Lover of Vertue, and a jCheriſher of Learning. 
Charitable in a high Degree, and a Hater of Oppreflion and 
Injuſtice. 'Tis on good Grounc's expected ,that he will re- 
form the Court of Rome , and cauſe che Primitive Canons to be 


put in Pratice. 
From 
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From all ' that has been ſaid, it will be eaſie to ron 
clude , That in Common Probability , the EleQion of this 
Pope , will change the face of Aﬀairs in Chrifendom ; and , 
that the Confederate Princes, having the Supreme Biſhop on their. 
Side, will be more ſtrengthened in their League, and will be 
in a Condition, to carry on the War with greater Vigor and 


' ſuccels, againſt the King of France. 
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
